senate Wednesday began considera- 
tion of Ihe biennial general appro- 
priations for constitutional offices by 
adopting the budget committee amend- 
ment increasing from 531,500 to $32,700 
for the annual appropriation for the 
stale auditor's office. 


Chairman Cummmgs of the budget 


committee said the increase was need- 
ed to equalize salaries of employes 
of the auditor with other state work- 


rs. 
Charging an attempt was being made 


to deplete the common school fund, 
Represcnlaltve Ward of Lee county, 
succeeded in recalling from the sen- 
ale a bill passed unanimously by the 
house Monday to provide $100,000 bi- 
annially to the Arkansas Library com- 
rh'ission. 


Ward said he believed that only a 


few members knew the measure call- 
ed for use of common school money 
when they passed it by a vote of 79 
to 0. 


The house made the two per cent 


sales tax bill a special order of busi- 
ness for Thursday morning, and then 
launched into an unlimited debate on 
the preferential primary bill by Ackett 
of Pike county.

I Wholesale Liquor Bill 


LITTLE ROCK—A bill designed to 


put the state into the wholesale liquor 
business, estimated to do.an annual 
sales volume in excess of $10,000,000 
was introduced in the house Tuesday, 
by Representative Williams of Mis- 
sissippi county and Representative 
Hale of Crittenden county. 


The bill would require that the state 


show a minimum profit of 15 per cent 
on transactions, which on the basis 
of a 110,000,000 annual sales volume 
would amount to 51,500,000, The bill 
contains no provision for repeal of the 
present tax of 80 cents per gallon 
liquor consumed domestically or the 
export liquor tax fofifl cents per case. 
The domestic liquor 
tax returned 


$919,341 26 to the state treasury in 1938 
and the export liquor and wine tax 
returned ?194,010. 


The bill would create a slate de- 


partment of "Alcoholic Liquor Con- 
trol" to engage in the wholesale liquor 
business. 


The department would be in charge 


of a board empowered to buy, import 
and sell at wholesale to licensed re- 
tailers alcoholic beverages other than 
beer, to control their possession, sale, 
transportation and delivery to and 
from warehouses and storage places, 
to select places for establishment and 
operation of wholesale liquor stores 
provide for maintenance of ware- 
houses, buy or lease, property for 
warehouses or other buildings, pre- 
scribe form and capacity of containers 
and appoint employes to carry out the 
act's provisions.

transacted, assets and liabilities and 
information as to the workings of the

f,000 Acres of TimberlandJ 


Is i Protected Against 


Fire Hazard 


More than 210 cooperators-who own 


or operate 39-.600 acres of land in the 
Hope camp area of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service have installed, or are 
now in the process of establishing 
complete and coordinated erosion con- 
trol programs on then- farms; H. B. 
Vineyard, camp conservationist, an- 
nounced Wednesday in connection 
with the issuance of his progress re- 
port for 1938. 


Mr Vineyard said that the farmers 


who are following conservation farm- 
ing systems on their land have re- 
tired some 1900 acres of land, for- 
merly in cultivation, to grass and trees 
to control erosion and to make pos- 
sible a more profitable utilization of 
the land. Some of this land was lo- 
cated on slopes too steep for safe or 
profitable cultivation, some was com- 
posed of soils too easily eroded to 
be left in open row crops and some 
was already so badly depleted -of fer- 
tility that crop production was no 
longer profitable. 


60 Miles of Terraces 


The 210, farmers have built 60 miles 


of terraces with the assistance of tech- 
nicians of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice to control erosion of 1250 acres 
of cropland. -Terraces are being. used 
in conjunction 'with strip crops and 
contour ; cultivation, i . About 2000 acres

tour tillage and strip crop alone. 


Mr. Vineyard pointed out that sev- 


eral practices must be coordinated to 
bring about the most effective ero- 
sion control on cultivated lands. Con 
tour rows and strip crops may be 
sufficient to prevent soil losses on 
some slopes but on steeper lands these 
two practices must be backed up by 
terraces so that most of the water that 
falls on the land can be held' until it 
has tune to soak into the soil and; the 
excess drained from the field in'- an 
orderly manner. 


Strip crops, bands of close-growing 


fibrous-rooted crops planted on the 
contour between the intervals of clean- 
tilled crops, serve to slow down the 
rate of rainfall run-off. When the 
water from tile clean-tilled intervals 
encounters the strip it is spread out. 
As the water passes into the strips the 
close-growing plants filter out and 
hold the silt. When the silt load 
held back on the land the danger of 
filling terrace channels is minimized 
and a greater volume of water can be 
held in check by the terraces 


More than 30,000 square yards of sod 


have been placed at terrace outlet 
ends on the 210 farms to prevent 
erosion damage by water passing from 
the terrace channels, Approximately 
6,700 linear feet of terrace outlet chan- 
nels have been sodded. Every effort is 
made to outlet terraces on protected 
areas such as - pastures, 
meadows, 


woodlands or into natural

Report Many Dead 
Result Earthquake 


Chilian Chile, City of .40,- 


000 Inhabitants, 


Destroyed 


SANTIAGO, Chile —W— An army 


plane surveying ;the scene of the 
disastrous Chilean earthquake, Wed- 
nesday flew over Chilian, 220 miles 
south of here, and reported finding 
the city of 40,000 inhabitants "com- 
pletely destroyed.'" 


The report of the Chilian damage 


came as army planes flew to check 
unconfirmed reports that 2,000 had 
been killed at Concepcion, coastal city 
50 miles southwest of Chilian. 


The mayor of Concepcion wired the 


government asking for food and med- 
ical aid for "probably thousands" of 
casualties.

All the farmers who have conserva- 


tion practices in use on their lands 
are following crop rotation systems 


1,250 acres of cultivated land have 


jeon planted to winter 'cvoer crops 
luring the past season to protect the 
soil from the erosive action of heavy 
winter and early spring rains. About 
35 per cent of the total acreage in 
winter cover crops is small grain and 
he remainder is devoted to legumes 
such as vetch, Austrian .winter peas 
or clovers. The legumes when turned 
under green in the spring will add 
nitrogen and organic matter to im- 
prove the soil. 
Pasture acreage .on the conservation 
rented farms, has been increased from 
',833 ncres to 10,000 acres since the in- 
ception of the local project. 


More than 3,000 acres of pasture land 


mve been sodded and 2,500 acres hnve 
jeen given the benefit of contour 
idges or furrows, built to retain most 
of the rain that falls and permit. m,ore 
water to penetrate into the s,pil and 
here be stored to aid grass growth. 
Wore than 2,000 acres of pasture land 
.n addition to being sodded with Bor- 
nuda grass has been overseeded with 
espedeza to insure better year round 
pastures. 


Meadow acreage on the cooperating 
arms lias been increased from 2.2GG to 
2,615 acres, giving the farmers ad- 
ditional sources of hay and in many 
cases serving as a protected water- 
wa -yon which, terrace waters are 
emptied.
